ical men all-over . the 
They don’t know any more about it than 
we do,’and we don’t know ‘straight up. 
All we know is that the flu bugs are eat- 
ing us up all over the known world, and 
for all we know there won’t be any of us 
left to tell the tale to posterity, and the 
next race of people rambling around here 
will be looking over our bones with mag- 
nifyving glasses and printing learned pieces 
in the Sunday supplements and magazines 
about a race of white people that inhab- 
ited this world way back in the dawn of 
history that died off from some unknown 
reason—probably pestilence or a curse 
sent from Diety because of their wicked- 
ness, as they were killing each other off 
by wars and swindling each other in 
monctary matters. 

That is just what we are doing today as 
to other races of people who used to be 
here. There are the Colorado Cliff Dwell- 
ers, for instanec. We have explored their 
places of residence iy the Maneos can- 
yon many times, and looked at the queer 
hierogliphies they wrote on the walls 
thereof, and viewed their mummies and 
skeletons. They were apparently a fine 
race of people, vet they disappeared from 
off the face of the earth as completely as 
though swallowed up. They left no liter- 
ature other history behind them by 
which we of this day can tell anything 
abont them, to amount to anything. 

Now, maybe it was flu bugs that ate 
up the Cliff Dwellers. Quite likely. Why 
not? And’ maybe some day in the dim and 
“tstant—fertare—some-oht geck-remaging: 
around for fossils and other curios may 
run across a copy of the Richmond News, 
containing accounts of this flu epidemic, 
and call a convention of the learned ones 
of that generation to try to figure out 
what kind of people we were, and’ what 
we did, and whv we did it. Maybe in 
looking over the paper they will wonder 
why the Richmond merchants did not do 
more advertising, and why the city coun- 
cil, the county supervisors, the state legis- 
lature and the national congress fought 
and wrangled over snch trivial matters; 
and how we ever managed to get along 
with such slow-going locomotion as steam 
trains, antomobiles and aeroplanes. , 

Guess it don’t make much’ difference 
nohow, whether these dinghusted flu bues 
eat us up or not, because if they don’t 
same other hugs will, sooner or later, and 
such of us as eseane the bugs will get de- 
voured in the end by the worms. So we 
should worry. And a few vears one way 
or the other won’t cut any iee, as years 
are the same as minutes, compared with 
{rme and eternity. 

At best we are only a mess of worms, 
tadpoles and wiggle-tails, anyhow, com- 
pared with the great infinite, and the 
things we worry and tight over are just 
the same as the bread crumbs the other 
ants worry and scramble over. 

But.it is probably just as well to take 
such precautions to stand off the bugs as 
long as possible, as we all have other 
Dread erumbs-we want-to fight over and 
scramble for, so let us get out our flu 
iasks and hard cold dope and do as the 
doctors suggest, even if they don’t know 
inuch more about it than the rest of us. It 
i< clearly atmospheric, as it has visited 
every’ habitable spot on the globe, cold 
countries and hot countries, and is levy- 
ing an awful toll of death everywhere. - 

The only thing we do not like about this 
flu is that the bug that is eating us is so 
small one can’t even see him, or her, and 
the idea of getting put out of business by 
anything so insignificant that it can’t be 
seen is mortifying. We wouldn’t mind 
getting knocked out by somebody or some- 
thing our size, or bigger, but to take a 
fall from a bug so measly tiny that whole 
families of him gan dance a quadrille on 
the point of a pin and still have room to
